Judgment in the -sbove, cave hoor by Mr. 
Jnstice de Sausmaures in the Supreme Court 
at. Shanghai, wos rendered, as we have pre- 


‘sfously annouvood, on the 9th inst. Yesterday's 

Shanghai mail brought papers containing the 
full toxt of the judgment which reads as 
follows :~; , 

Tho fnety of this caso as admitted or as 
appearing on tho racord aro os tollows : 

Prior to the yoer 1900 the firm of Dodwell, 
Carlill and Co., of which the defendant was a 
member, was carrying on tho business ot 
Foochow -and Colombo as gonernt morchants 
and shippiog. ;ond insurance and com- 
mission avents, By aon agreemont dated 
tho 29th of November, 1990, George Benjamin 
Dodwell and the defendant, who at that date. 
appear to have acquired all the interest in tho 
firm of Dodwell, Carlill and Co,, ‘assigned. to 
tho plaintiffs the goodwill of that business at 
Foochow and Colombo. The defendant received 
£1,600 in cash for his sharo of tho goodwill, 
which in cortain events which-happoned was to 
be refunded, and becanie tho miaunger of tho now 
firm at a salary of £1,000 a year with o yearly 
increase of £50. Lam unable to find that the 
dofondant was a shareholder in the new com. 
pany, but it would seem that he is not, but he 
has received the sum of £1,000 which is liable 
to be refanded, and hasbeon manager of the now 
company in Foochow dows to the 8th of May 
last, when he resigned of his own free. will, and 
hag commenced. business in Foochow, cither 
alone or in partnership with othors under the 
title of Moss & Co.,. Ld, that business pzr- 
porling, by an advertisement of the firm of 

Mass & Co, of tho 30th of May, to be of exactly 
tho same nature as that oamiod on by the 
plaintiffs ond their predecessors Dodwell, 
Cariifl & Co. : 

‘Article 4 of the agreement of tho 29th of 
November, 1900, is as follows :—“* Each of the 
yondors horeby agree with ths company that he 
sill not at any (ima horeafter while the com- 
pony shall carry on business éither solely or

4 ho‘defontlant admits the agreement ond his 
breach. of it, but pleads that the agreoment is 
in restraint of tride, opposod to public policy 
anil therefore soid.
